I have used the adjectives of admiration so 
freely, that I dare not bring them to the 
front much more. I know none of your 
readers will be so foolish as to return from 
over seas without visiting the wonderful 
botanical gardens at Kew.

Convertibie Bonds. 


Advices from Wasbington inform us that 
the Treasurer of the United States will re 
commend ia his next report to Congress, a 
series of currency bonds convertible into 
greenbacks, and back wgain into bonds at the 
pleasure of the holder. . 

The plan has merit, as it will furnish us 
what we need and must have, namely, an 
elastic currency. 

The great fault of our present financial 
system is the want of elasticity and which 
the proposed plan seeks to furnish. 

Convertible and reconvertible bonds, bear- 
ing a uniform interest of three-sixty-five, or 
one cent. per day on every hundred dollars, 
obtainable at will in every section of the 
country, would reglate the demand and sup- 
ply for greenbacés, furnishing the necessary 
elasticity, and without which we must be 
subject to frequent financial revulsions and 
consequent check in development and com- 
mercial prospersty. 

The practical operations of the proposed 
plan will be, that when money is scarce and 
commands a higher rate of interest than the 
bends, the holder will take them to the Sub- 
Treesury and exchange them for greenbacks, 
and when money is abundant and the de- 
mand dull, the holder will reinvest again in 
bonds. 

If these bonds were made easily obtaina- 
ble in every section of the country, and in 
needful amounts, it would unquestionebly 
tend to regu'ate the supply of money; or in 
other word:, the supply would be governed 
entirely by the demand, a proper degree of 
elasticity would be attained, and thus pro- 
vice a safeguard agesinst future panics. 
Another very great advantage gained 
would be the tendency of the bonds to es- 
tablish a uniform rate of interest throughout 
the entire c untry, and thus tend to check 
the flow of money to commercial centers, 
because the bonds would offer at all times a 
perfectly safe investment at home, without 
the expense and risk of transmitling the 
money to distant points. 

Probably the greatest advantage gained 
would be the general distributi-n of money 
over the wbole country, instead of its con- 
centration at afew pointsas at present. 

United States bonds, under the regulations 
suggested, would certainly offera very de- 
sirable investment to a large class of people 
in the Southern States, who have invested 
largely in United States “sixes,” paying a 
heavy premium on the same. 

Augusta, Georgia, and its vicinity is well 
known for its solid wealth and financial con- 
servatism, and hence it is that we find that 
the capitalists of that section have invested 
largely in United States “sixes,” prefering 
a low rate of interest with perfect security, 
rather than an investment in home railway 
or manufac'uring stocks, even though man- 
eged by themselves. 

To this class of investors in the South, 
the convertible bond, although paying a 
lower rate of interest, will be bought at par, 
and what is of still greater impcrtance to 
the inventor, can be as easily realized upon 
as a balance in the hands of h.s banker. 

While paying a fair rate of interest, they 
wil: offer an advantage held by no other se- 
curity, namely, that of immediate conversion 
into greenbacks, with the payment of interest 
on the bond up to the date of the transaction, 
and under all circumstances commanding 
par value. | 

The advantage of immediate conversion 
into greenbacks without the possibility of a 
loss, will make them a favorite investment. 

It is not stated what amount of bonds it is 
proposed to issue, buta large amount will! be 
required to afford the necegsary relief. 

The issuing of convertible bonds, or any 
Other plan which will tend to lower the rate 
of interest, make it uniform throughout the 
country, and tend to distribute money evenly, 
giving us a steady and uniform money 
market, must prove of great bencfit to the 
general interests of the country, and lead to 
a rapid revival of business. 

It is very clear that we must have an in- 

crease of money in some form, or stop the 
production of new values. We cannot con- 
tinue to create thousands of millions of new 
values annually without an: increase of cur- 
rency torepresent them. While the present 
amount of currency was sufficient for our 
wants four or five years since, our condition 
a’ this time demonstrates that it is entirely 
inadequate for our largely increased com- 
merce. Had production ceased, had the va- 
ried industries of the country been 
held in abeyance during this time, there 
would be no cause for an increase, but as 
thousands of millions have been added to 
the general wealth, it seems but just that 
the toiling millions should be protected by 
such an increase as will give the products of 
their labor a money representation. 

We must have more money or less produc- 
tion; more currency or a shrinkege of values 
that will bring with it a sweeping, crushing,

Many mills 
fhave stopped entirely; and, although they 
say they wiil begin again in a few weeks, it 
is not likely they will do so until there is a 
demand for their goods, and that may,not be 
this winter.

Cotton—Voeiume Ki—No. 9. 

The receipts this week are 103,000. bales, 
19,000 less than last year, and 7,000 more than 
two years since. It is likely the receipts for 
next week will be about 115,000, compared 
with 134,000 last year, and 105,000 the year 
before; and the receipts at the interior towns 
35,000 bales, compared with 40,000 last year, 
and 35,000 the year before. 

The thermometer has averaged 58 degrees 
at noon.

Cloudy.and cool 
four days, with light rain three days. 

FROST. 

We have had a zilling frost, and ice, all 
over the cotton growing region. All vegeta- 
tion is killed. But it is so late it has injured

cotton but very little indeed. First, where 


guano was used, the cotton was forced to 
maturity early. Then the caterpillar ate off 
the leaves from the plants, and allowed all 
backward bolls to open. Then we have had 
one of the finest falls, thus far, for maturing 
cotton, we ever saw. The fro;t may have 
cut short the crop 10,000 bales; not more.

The panic of 1857 began 
about the same time of the year as this did, 
and cotton continued to fall until January 
5th, when it touched 9 cents in New York. 
We copy from E. J. Donnell’s book, “History 
of Cotton,” page 472, as follows: “The above 
noted unsatisfactory state of affairs continu- 
ed through October, and the banks, through- 
out thecountry generally, suspended specie 
payments. Many manufactories stopped 
their mills,and shipped their cotton to Europe. 

Trade was entirely paralyzed, and failures 
were numerous. The panic and financial 
embarrassment wag extended to Europe. 
Money became scarce, as well on the conti- 
nent as in England. The Bank of England 
advanced its rateof discount to ten per cent., 
and several bank and mercantile fajlures took 
place; business there being at a stand, as well 
as here,” 

Although we see no good reason for such a 
disastrious state of things as there was then, 
stil], it is well to keep close to the shore. 
When such men as Governor Sprague, of 
Rhode Island, fail, it istimeto be careful. 

Our wholesale merchants have stood it 
well, so far; and we hope they will continue 
todoso. But if their country customers do 
not come up more premptly than they have 
been doing lately, we fear some of them will 
stop their mills and wear less smiling faces.

NEW YORK. 

The market has been weak and declinirg 
most of the time; sales of spot cotton 12,772, 
with a decline of one cent a pound, closing 
more steady at a rise of 1-8 of acent. Con- 
tracts have been very active ; sales 145,000 
= a general decline of half a cent a 


nd. 
PThe general reasons for this continued de- 
cline are these: The utter want of faith in 
prices remaining up to the extremely high 
prices that have obtained since the war; 
the prospect of a large crop; the very fine 
weather for su:ving the crop ; extreme scarci- 
ty of freight room, with corresponding high 
prices. Freight on cottcn, by steamship, to 
Liverpool, is usually half a cent per pound; 
now, it is one and ahalf cents a pound. This 
makes the price one cent a pound lower 
than it would otherwise be, Exporters cannot 
buy cotton until they sell sterling exchange, 
the par price of which is 9} per cent. pre- 
mium. Butit is now very dull at 6 1 2cents, 
The cause of this dullness in exchange is 
merchants have but little money to buy ex- 
change with, and are waiting for better times 
to pay their foreign debts, many of which 
have been extended. Another reason for the 
weakness of cotton is thesmall demand from 
spinners ; and the utter want of any specula-

The Present Siate Fair. 


The writer has spent five days at the pres- 
ent State Fair at Macon. It is unquestiona- 
bly the best Siate Fair ever held in the State, 
whether as regards management or exhibi- 
tion. In point of attendance it is very little 
abead of the first fair held at Macon after 
the war. The number of visitors would 
have been much larger, but forthe monetary 
stringency. We regard the attendance as 
remarkable under the pressure of the late 
panic. 

In our remaiks upon the Fair we desire a8 
being understood to give all proper credit to 
the State Agricultural Association and its 
excellent officers. President Colquitt is a 
gentleman of acknowledged executive abil- 
ity. His Secretary, Mr. Malcolm Johnston, 
is thoroughly efficient. The hixecutive Com- 
mittee has many hard-working and zealous 
members. 

The success of this Fair is due largely to 
the city of Macon, which has opened its 
Treasury unstintedly to the cause. It has 
provided Fair Grounds in every way superior 
to anything we have ever seen. It has spent 
$20,000 first and last to make this Fair a suc- 
cess, and was ready tq furnish as much more 
if necessary. It has been animated by a 
strong desire to secure the Fair permanently 
at Macon, by offering unparalelled success as 
the inducement, Of course Atlarta is un- 
willing to give up her right to the alternate 
year. And we beHeve that it is for the ben- 
efit of the cause to alternate, as a rivalry is 
thus stimulated between the two cities of 
Atlanta and Macon that prevents the indif- 
ferent atteition that might result if only one 
place had the privilege of the Fair.
